The new law regulating the inspection 








The New Law in 0! pharmacies, drug stores, mineral wa- 
France ter depots and factories, etc., in France 


is now in force. Its main provisions 
enact that these establishnients are to be inspected at least once 
a year. The inspectors entrusted with the supervision of phar- 
maties must be qualified pharmacists and the duty of controlling 


the pharmacies and suppressing fraud in the sale of remedies has 
been placed in the hands of the pharmaceutical faculty of the 
universities and schools of pharmacy, who have to propose the 
inspectors charged with carrying out the provisions of the law, 
who will be then appointed by the prefects of the departments. 
The reports of these inspectors are first to be submitted to the 
directors of the scientific institutes before being passed on to the 
prefects. A special section is to be created, attached to the min- 
istry, to deal solely with appeals proceeding from differences re- 
garding the results obtained from the analysis of samples taken 
in pharmacies at the occasion of the prescribed inspection, when 
each sample taken must be divided into four portions, each duly 
sealed.

Americana, with a capital of $200,000 gold, and which seems to 
follow in its general outline the methods of the American Drug- 
gists’ Syndicate of New York, save that among the stockholders 
are included not only druggists, but physicians, dentists. and 
veterinarians as well. Shares in the company are placed at $50 
each, payable in five monthly instalments, the only restriction on 
membership being that members must possess a_ professional 
title in one of the professions relating to pharmacy, or must own 
a drug store, laboratory or pharmacy. According to an an- 
nouncement which has just been sent out, over three thousand of 
the four thousand shares comprised in the first series have al- 
ready been subscribed for. The fact that the Argentine Republic 
annually imports some $18,000,000 worth of drugs and medicinal 
products shows that there is a large field for the new corporation, 
It is also indicative of the mercantile alertness of the Argentines 
that they have set about reducing their imports by an organiza- 
tion designed to manufacture its own pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions and to’ buy on the best possible terms those supplies which 


must still be imported.

The Early Closing of day and more opportunity for 
Drug Stores recreation in the drug trade has 

lost none of its force of late years. 

The question of half holidays and early closing is as old as the 
subject of the ownership of the prescription, if not older. Who 
does not remember in his early apprentice days the yearnings for 
relief from the irksome confinement of the average drug store 
hours? Blessed are they who live in small communities, who, 
through concerted action on the part of their employers, obtain 
the rest and recreation that come with early closing and the 
weekly half holiday. The department store clerk is really better 
off in this respect than the average drug clerk, and it is no credit 
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to pharmacy that it has lagged so far behind in so humanitarian 

a movement as that for shorter hours. We are prompted to these 

remarks by an account which we have seen of the activity of the 

Paterson Pharmaceutical Association, which has a large member- 

ship of registered drug clerks. This association has renewed the 

agitation for the early closing of drug stores on Sunday, and it

has been so far successful that at least one establishment has 
arranged to close on Sunday from 12:30 o’clock until 5 p. m. 
The practice of closing on Sunday is very common in the cities 
and villages of the old country, where, we fear, with the excep- 
tion of France, more is made of the Sabbath day than with us. 
By interesting employers in the subject clerks are likely to accom- 
plish more than if they appeal to the public to bring pressure on 
them, and it is unlikely that a law will ever be devised such as 
can be enforced to the satisfaction of all parties concerned. Dras-

Too much emphasis cannot be laid 
Put None but Pharma- 
cists on Guard 


on the necessity of pharmaceutical 
associations being properly repre- 
sented at the meeting of the United 
States Pharmacopeeial Convention which takes place in Washing- 
ton next year. All incorporated pharmaceutical associations are 
entitled to be represented by three delegates, as are medical so- 
cieties, medical colleges and pharmaceutical colleges. The colleges 
will undoubtedly be well represented by members of their facul- 
ties, and the medical societies will doubtless be as ably repre- 
sented as in the past. The point we wish to make is that pharma- 
ceutical associations should exercise more than ordinary care this 


year in naming delegates to represent them in the convention. It 
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is of the utmost importance that skilled pharmacists actively en- 
gaged in the practice of their profession should be selected. The 
reason for this is obvious. With physicians setting out with the 
avowed object of capturing the pharmacopeeia, shaping the volume 
to their own ends, a strong, well qualified body of pharma- 
ceutical representatives should be in attendance to guide the con- 
vention along right lines, and there should be a country-wide rep- 
resentation in order that the needs of the different sections of the 
country may receive adequate consideration. It is well known 
that drugs in common use in one part of the country are either 
unknown or little used in other parts. Of course, it is the physi 
cian who must have the final say as to what drugs should either 
be included or excluded, but in the case of galenical preparations 
the pharmacist is surely the best judge of methods and processes 
as regards compounding, identifying and testing. It is likely from 
all indications that the next edition of the pharmacopeeia will be 
more of a physicians’ reference book than it has been in the past, 
but, of course, no effort on the part of those outside of the phar- 
maceutical profession will prevent the book from being the guide 
for pharmacists in the compounding of medical preparations that 
it has always been. The slogan should be, “Put none but pharma- 
cists on guard!” and this rests with the pharmaceutical associa- 
tions, local, county and state, that are now exercising their privi- 
lege of electing delegates to the convention.

peeial Convention, and the effort will be 
made to secure representation of the manufacturing and jobbing 
interests on the Committee of Revision, to be named in May of 
next year. It is understood that several representatives of man 
ufacturers and drug jobbers will be sent as delegates to the 
Convention from societies entitled to representation. The need 
of co-operation between the theorists, represented by the college 
element on the one hand, and the more professional pharmacists 


on the other, and the practical workers in retail and wholesale 


lines, is making itself felt more and more. The recognition otf 
the United’States Pharmacopeeia as a standard by the federal 
authorities emphasizes this need. Though the duties of the Com- 
mittee of Revision are set forth clearly “to revise as carefully as 
possible the limits of purity and strength of the pharmacopceiai 
chemicals and preparations for which limiting tests are given,” 
and, while no concession should be made by it toward a diminu- 
tion of medicinal value, it is recognized by the Committee that 
due allowance should be made for unavoidable, innocuous im- 
purities or variations due to the particular source or mode of 
preparation, or to the keeping qualities of the several articles, 
and, with this idea before it, the Committee of Revision could 
well afford to listen to such suggestions as practical manufactur- 
ers and jobbers might be in a position to give regarding the prac- 
ticability or impracticability of producing drugs and preparations 
up to the present required standard.

The pharmacists of Colorado would like to entertain 
the visitors who attend the meeting, and Mr. Ford has submitted 
an itinerary for such as prefer to go out through Denver and the 
Rocky Mountains, rather than return that way, as provided for 
in the Santa Fe itinerary, which contemplates the entertainment 
of the delegates by the pharmacists of Colorado at Denver and 
Colorado Springs and by those of Utah at Salt Lake. The vari- 
ous committees and section officers are busily at work preparing 
matter for presentation and discussion, and it is confidently 
expected that the meeting will be of itself a most successful one, 
entirely apart from the social features. The entertainment which 
will be provided by the druggists of California will fully occupy 
all the leisure left by the proceedings proper, and the ladies in 
attendance will be kept busily engaged in seeing the sights in and 
around Los Angeles. The meeting offers unusual opportunity for 
a delightful sightseeing tour at a very low cost, and every phar- 
macist or person interested in pharmacy who has not visited the 


Pacific Coast ought to avail himself of this particular opportunity.

The paper published elsewhere in this issue 
Flavorings on the troches of the pharmacopeeia is one of 
the most suggestive and informing papers 
that has appeared of late years. The subject of flavors and 
their blendings is one that should appeal with particular force 
to ihe practical pharmacist, but it must be confessed that save 
for isolated instances, it has been greatly neglected. In the 
manufacture of perfumery, Professor Scoville has called atten- 
tion to the value of certain odoriferous substances in the blend- 
ing and fixing of perfumes, but in the galenical art proper not 
enough attention has been paid, in this country at least, to the 
art Of flavoring. A timely service has accordingly been rendered 
by Messrs. Beringer and Kresge in their work on the flavoring 
of troches. The use of orange flower water as a flavoring for 
astringent drugs is manifestly a mistake, but it is a mistake that 
has been perpetuated in numerous formularies and pharmaco- 
pceias. As asserted by the authors of the paper under discussion, 
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rose is the logical flavor for an astringent drug. Take the rose 
petal and chew it, what a pleasant and agreeable impression it 
leaves on the tongue. An astringent lozenge flavored with or- 
ange is a different thing, but still we go on using the flavor 
of the orange petal for no reason other than that its use has 
been hallowed by custom. We commend a perusal of this paper 
cn troches to all pharmacists of an inventive and ingenious 
turn of mind, for it is sure to start other suggestions for the im- 


provement of the galenical compounds of the pharmacopeeia. 


Probably no microscopist expects 
No Ultramicroscopic to behold any such charming vi- 
Life sion as was portrayed in Fitz- 
James O’Brien’s fascinating story 
of the “Diamond Lens,” but the possibility of the existence of 
living organisms of such minuteness that our present microscop- 
ical methods are incapable of demonstrating them is a question 
that has attracted numerous investigators and one that is of gen- 
eral scientific interest. The limit of vision with the ordinary micro- 
scope is said to be about one-fourth of a micron (1/4000 Mm.), 
while with the aid of indirect illumination and monobromnaphtha- 
line immersion 0.12 of a micron may be defined. The ultrami- 
croscope allows of even greater magnification, and it is with 
this instrument that Molisch, according to the Botanische Zei- 
tung, has recently been searching for evidence of the existence of 
ultramicroscopic life. Daily for four months Molisch examined 
specimens of water from the tap, from marshes and ponds, infu 
sions of plants and animals, cultures of alge fresh and fou!, and 
always with the same result: No trace of any organism that 
might not be recognized with the ordinary microscope. He states 
that no such organism has ever been identified, and believes 
from his investigations that if any are in the future revealed by 
the ultramicroscope that they will be found to be of rare occur- 
rence. All bacteria which form colonies on culture media are 
microscopic in character. Colonies of ultramicroscopic germs 
have been demonstrated. It was at one time supposed that the 
Mosaic disease of tobacco and certain other pathological pro- 
cesses were due to the action of some bacterium of this nature. 
but later evidence points to some error in metabolism, resulting 
in an autocatalytic action, as the cause of these disturbances 
Molisch’s results are in entire agreement with the conclusion 
to which Erreras was led by his investigations—namely: that in 
all probability there are no living things much smaller than the 
smallest organisms now recognized. 


STANDARD DRUGS AND INFERIOR PRODUCTS. 
OW that the federal food and drugs act of June 30, 1906, 


and the numerous state drugs laws have induced most 
reputable manufacturers and wholesalers of pharmaceuticals and 
drug preparations to adhere closcly to the standards of purity and 
strength as set forth in the United States Pharmacopceia and the 
National Formulary, although strict compliance with such stand 
ards frequently has cost them many thousands of dollars, the in- 
teresting question arises, Does the average pharmacist know the 
standards prescribed by the pharmacopeeia? In other words, does 
he know the difference between standard drugs and preparations 
and those which fall below the standards? The experience of 


some first class manufacturing and jobbing houses would seem to 


refute the natural assertion that the average pharmacist must 
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have such knowledge from his study of pharmacognosy and phar- 
maceutical analysis, for many of these concerns report that nu- 
merous pharmacists in various parts of the country have returned 
standard drugs, refusing to accept them on the ground that they 
are different from those which they have been accustomed to 
receiving from other companies. According to these firms, some 
pharmacists evidently are incapable of recognizing standard goods 
when they see them and, as they long have been receiving and 
using inferior products, they reject the standard articles when 


they get them 


HOUGH the federal food and drugs act does not compel 
pharmacists to use only standard drugs and preparations, 

the drug provisions of many of the state laws do make such 
requirements and every reputable pharmacist naturally desires to 
employ only such standard articles, even if he is not compelled 


by the state boards of pharmacy to do so. 


HiE students and recent graduates of the food and drugs 
analysis courses in the colleges of pharmacy throughout the 
country are learning and have learned to differentiate quickly be- 
tween drugs and preparations which are up to the standard and 
those of an inferior description, Lut it may be true, as many 
manufacturing and wholesale houses state, that the average drug 
has had so little time to devote to this subject that he is

actually unable to tell the difference between them. 


N view of the material difference in results obtained in the use 

of standard drugs and those not up to standard, no reputabl 
pharmacist can afford to take a chance, by employing inferior 
drugs either intentionally or unintentionally, of having such drugs 
federal 


seized by or staie inspectors or by boards of pharmacy 


and to submit to the imposition of heavy penalties. If it is su 
that he is not able to recognize standard drugs and preparations 
when he sees them, he should lose no time in acquainting himself 
with the appearance of and tests for them and should not permit 
the question of a few cents a pound to prevent him from obtaining 


tandard goods and rejecting all inferior products. 


WHAT WILL THE N. A. R. D. DO? 
A S the time approaches for the annual meeting of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists in Louisville, which is 
scheduled for the week beginning September 6, interest increases 
and a large attendance of delegates from the different parts of 
the country is assured. It is true that no question of great 
pressing national importance is to be discussed, unless the propa- 
ganda work for the diffusion of knowledge among physicians of 
the preparations of the United States Pharmacopeeia and the 
National Formulary is to be considered one. The question of 
parcels post is, of course, one of very general interest, concerning 
which druggists in rural communities feel strongly. As for the 
regulation of prices, this is a thing we have always with us, and 


is an ever fertile subject of discussion. 


FFORTS are being made to induce our national legislators

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TROCHES THAT ARE OFFICIAL AND SOME THAT 
SHOULD BE.! 
By Georcr M. BERINGER, JR., AND H, D. KreEsGe. 

Troches are the most elegant of all elegant pharmaceuticals, 
vet the most neglected by the Pharmacopoeia and the National 
Formulary. Inthe seventh revision of the United States Pharmaco- 
pccia, fifteen troches were official. In the eighth revision nine 
only are recognized. With the possible exceptions of troches of 
chalk and ipecac, the dismissals were advisable. It is, however, 
exceedingly unfortunate that it was not deemed wise to intro- 
duce many lozenges, standard for which were badly needed. 
Such troches as those of elm, charcoal,-red gum, guaiac, sulphur, 
phenol, benzoic acid, etc., are more in demand than many of 
those which are at present official. Hence the physician pre- 
scribes X, Y, or Z’s make, while the manufacturer reaps bene- 
fits that should accrue to the pharmacist. 

The National Formulary, on the other hand, retains in the 
“appendix” many formulas for which, it is believed, there is 
never a single call, and (troche of sodium santoninate), in 
particular, which is absolutely worthless. Every medical and 
pharmaceutical authority that we have ever seen inveighs against 
sodium santoninate, and it is a question as to whether its reten- 
tion, even in a semi-official part of the book, is not more of an 
injury than a benefit to the work. In the formulas for troches 
catechu, gambir is directed (in parenthesis), making it practically 
a repetition of the U. S. P. troche of gambir. In view of the 
many improved and popular forms of iron, troche of iron might 
with profit be dropped entirely. It does not seem right that the 
“N. I. appendix” should be made the “dumping ground” for 
such formulas as are merely of historical interest, the “Dispensa- 
tories” and other commentaries serving that purpose. 

The flavorings for this class of preparations have not kept 
pace with improvements in other lines. The floral water used in 
troches of tannic acid, gambir, krameria and santonin fails to 
serve the purpose for which it was intended, largely because it 
is tinpossible to use a sufficient quantity. The change in troches 
of potassium chlorate has been from bad to worse, in that the 
flavor has been entirely omitted. Our experiments, as will be 
seen later, indicate that flavorings may be divided into two 
classes, “blenders” and “coverers” or disguisers proper, and that 
each substance seems to have a particular class of flavorings 
naturally suited to it. It is a noticeable fact that in all the phar- 
macopeeias (United States, English, German, Swiss and others) 
which we have examined, most of the flavorings directed seem 
to bear no appropriate relation to the substances to be disguised. 

The pharmacopeeia gives no standard for size or shape, and 
the attitude of a patient may easily be imagined should a pre- 
scription for a given pharmacpoceial lozenge be filled in half a 
dozen different shapes in as many different places. The German, 
French, Swedish and Swiss pharmacopeeias all direct one 
gramme as the weight of the finished lozenge. We would, there- 
fore, recommend that a uniform weight of one gramme be 
adopted, and have constructed our formulas so as to obtain ap- 
proximately this weight in the finished lozenge. <A _ circular 
(disc) shape is also recommended, as this is most convenient for 
packing, and gives the most perfect appearance in the finished 
product. Troches of cubeb might, however, be excepted, as cus- 
tom demands a cylindrical shape in this instance, 

With these things in view the writers have conducted a se- 
ries of experiments extending over a year, and the formulas 
which give the best results are submitted with comments. Each 
formula is for one hundred lozenges, and, unless otherwise di- 
rected, the powders are to be thoroughly mixed, then the vola- 
tile and flavoring substances are added, and the whole quickly 
massed with water.

A CRITICISM OF U. S. P. AND N. F. PROPAGANDA 
WORK.! 


By A. O. Kaczoroski, Pu. G. 

After considering all that has been said and done in refer- 
ence to this much vaunted propaganda work, I am prompted to 
take issue with those who look upon it as a panacea for every- 
thing that is wrong in the drug business at the present time. In 
taking up this discussion, I do not wish to speak disparagingly 
of any individual or set of individuals, because I believe that 
those who have taken part in the work have done their best, 
but I simply wish to point out to the advocates of this work 
the absolute fallacy, impracticability and injustice of the entire 
methods pursued and ultimate object aimed at. 

Before entering into the discussion proper, however, I want 
to say that there is one great fault with druggists, and that is 
they are too prone to follow a few leaders who happen to stand 
high in association matters, and they do not give their indi- 
vidual thougit to subjects which come up for consideration. 
In other words, they allow a few individuals to do their think- 
ing and to execute matters in which, perhaps, a great many do 
not concur, and simply because they will allow themselves to 
be led. Now this does not only apply to propaganda work, but 
to everything pertaining to association matters, and particu- 
larly as applies to the workings of this association. In other 
words, gentlemen, have an opinion of your own, and de not 
allow yourselves to be led by others, unless you really believe 
as they do. If you would only practice this doctrine of think- 
ing, speaking and acting for yourselves, I predict that we would 
have a greater, more influential and better association than you 
have ever dreamed of before. 

Now, to go back to the subject matter of this paper, I want 
to say that there are three fundamental reasons why the propa- 
ganda work cannot be successful. In the first place, gentlemen, 
you must not lose sight of the fact that doctors are constituted 
the same as anybody else, and, therefore, do not like to be told 
what they should do and what they should use in the practice of 
their profession, any more than you would like for them to tell 
you how to conduct your business. This being the case, I hold 
to the opinion that you cannot expect to go to physicians who 
have been practicing medicine for years and get them to take 
up the study of the U. S. P. and N. F. and familiarize them- 
selves with something which should have been taught to them 
as students. Do not lose sight of the fact that doctors are gov- 
erned by what they have been taught at college, and also by keep 
ing up with current literature as obtained through the medical 
journals of this country and of Europe; that is the reason why 
the pharmaceutical houses spend so much money to introduce 
their specialties by advertising in such mediums. T claim, there- 
fore, that the only practical way of introducing those two stand 
ard works to the medical profession is by the combined efforts 
of the American Medical Association and the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, which should sce to it that these works 
are adopted as text books by every school of medicine in th’s 
country, and thereby educate the future doctors to formulating 
their own prescriptions. This, I say, is the only practical way 
to proceed with a work of this kind, and those behind the scheme

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should not try to accomplish wonders in a day by adopting the 
plan of pharmaceutical houses of detailing the doctors and only 
making a faint attempt at accomplishing results. In other words, 
this work is not different from any other, and therefore you must 
begin at the beginning and instil into the embryonic doctor that 
which you think is right and which ought to be part of his 
make-up. 

Had this work been started ten vears ago in the manner I 
have described, you would have today a large percentage of 
practicing physicians following your plan and who would be 
thoroughly familiar with it in every detail. But instead of doing 
that, you rush in on a campaign of education, only to meet with 
failure, and, worse yet, to have your very motive and sincerity 
questioned, as was done a short time ago right here in this city, 
and that editorially by the New Orleans Medical and Surgical 
Journal. Now, I have no doubt that some of you will say that 
if the pharmaceutical houses do detail work successfully, why 
can we not do it? In answer to the question I will say, Because 
they are original in what they detail, because you have not gone 
at it in the right way, and because you have no money back of 
the movement; three very good reasons, I believe. So much for 
the introduction. 

Originality the Key to Success. 

We now come to the next obstacle in the way of success, and 
that is originality. Remember, I said a moment ago that the 
specialty houses were successful in their work because they were 
original. What a contrast between that and what the propagan- 
dists are attempting. You go to the doctor and tell him that 
he should not prescribe proprietary remedies, but you offer him 
instead, as a substitute, an imitation of the real article which 
you condemn, and you actually expect a practitioner to discard 
remedies which he has used for years with good success and 
adopt your imitations, just simply because you present them. 

Now gentlemen, above all things, let us be fair and just to 
those who originally devised and discovered those new formulas 
and give them credit for their discovery, the same as you would 
expect to receive if you had a preparation which was being used 
by the medical profession, but do not condemn such remedies 
and then ask to have the same thing prescribed under another 
name. 

In other words, the editors of the U. S. P. and N. F., with all 
due respect to their high attainments, should be original; they 
should not rely on imitations of standard proprietary remedies 
to make the works as successful as they would like to have 
them. You must either recognize or ignore those remedies, and 
I tell you that the physicians will never ignore or discard them, 
because they have merit, have given results, and that is what 
counts with practitioners. Remember, too, that, no article is 
imitated unless it possesses merit, and the moment you imitate it 
you acknowledge it to be good. 

I am one of those who believe in giving credit where credit 
belongs, and therefore I cannot approve of this propaganda 
movement, which consists chiefly in knocking meritorious articles 
and offering poor imitations as substitutes. You know as well 
as I do, that all those remedies have come to stay, so have the 
pharmaceutical houses with all their specialties. So that in order 
to get the co-operation of our medical friends we must offer 
them something original and not lay stress on the fact that 
most of our formulas are intended as substitutes for standard 
proprietary remedies. When we do that we defeat the very ob- 
ject that we aim to accomplish, by admitting that these very 
remedies possess merit. I want to emphasize the fact that T 
believe in the N. F. as much as any of you, but I do not believe 
in copying all the most prominent proprietary preparations and 
then openly boasting of it. At any rate, there is no limit to 
where this thing will end; the object being, evidently, to imitate 
any new preparation which doctors seem to take to and, accord- 
ingly, to discourage investigation and research instead of encour- 
aging them. 

Can it be possible that we are going backward instead of 
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forward, and becoming imitators instead of originators? Don’t 
you know that this condition of which you complain is a nat- 
ural condition which you cannot stop, but one which will con- 
tinue to grow in spite of your efforts to curtail it? Wake up 
to the fact that we are doing business in an advanced age and 
according to advanced methods, and do not expect to carry on 
your business as your forefathers did. Do not be blind to the 
fact that as long as pharmaceutical or specialty houses continue 
to put up high class preparations and to place them before the 
physicians in the proper way with their reputation back of them, 
these preparations will be very much in demand, because doctors 
will not hesitate to specify what they want, any more than you 
will when you give out your daily wants. 

The next reason why you will not meet with the success you 
anticipate is, that while you have made a feature of subsiitutes 
for well known and largely used proprietary remedies, your 
Formulary contains but an infinitesimal part of the number of 
such preparations used by the medical practitioners of to-day; 
therefore, even if it was the intention of doctors to discontinue 
the use of all such remedies, you could not offer a substitute 
for each and every one of these preparations, and as a. conse- 
quence your efforts would only be in vain. Therefore, I reiter- 
ate what I have said before, that I cannot approve of this work, 
and in the name of justice and fair play I challenge any of you 
to tell me that those remedies should not be used because they 
are not good, or not reliable. In conclusion, I will say that what- 
ever you do, confront the issue, but speak the truth. 





SCOPE OF THE PHARMACOPOEIA AND FORMULARY. 





The Symposium on the Pharmacopoeia and the Formulary at the 
Meeting of the Section in Pharmacology and Therapeutics o 
the A. M. A. 





At the recent session of the American Medical Association 
held in Atlantic City, the larger part of a day was devoted to a 
consideration of the United States Pharmacopceia and the Na- 
tional Formulary by the Section in Pharmacology and Therapeu- 
tics, which includes in its membership not only physicians, but a 
number of pharmacists as well. Among those who read papers 
or took part in the discussion were Dr. M. H. Fussell, of Phila- 
delphia; C. S. N. Hallberg, of Chicago; Dr. M. C. Thrush, of 
Philadelphia; Dr. L. F. Kebler, of Washington; M. I. Wilbert, 
of Washington; Prof. Joseph P. Remington, of Philadelphia; 
Prof. H. P. Hynson, of Baltimore; Dr. H. C. Wood, jr., of Phil- 
adelphia; Dr. Henry Beates, of Philadelphia; R. M. G. Motter, 
of Washington; Dr. Henry Leffmann, of Philadelphia; Doctor 
Jacoby, of New York, and Otto Raubenheimer, of Brooklyn. 
There was some difference of opinion as to the proper scope of 
these works. Doctor Fussell] was of the opinion that the United 
States Pharmacopeeia should contain only drugs of known thera- 
peutic value and that a short description of the therapeutic action 
of each drug would be a useful addition to the book. It was 
also suggested that only drugs of proven pharmacodynamic or 
adjuvant action be admitted to the pages of the United States 
Pharmacopeeia. This view was opposed by Doctor Wood, Doc- 
tor Hallberg and others, who believed that the United States 
Pharmacope@ia should serve merely as a standard of quality of 
drugs and should therefore include every drug which was used 
at all in the country. It was thought by some that solvents, 
reagents, etc., should be relegated to some other work, thereby 
condensing the Pharmacopceeia and rendering it a more service- 
able book for the physicians. The question of nomenclature 
received considerable attention. It was stated by Doctor Kebler, 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, that some of 
the compounds in the National Formulary were masquerading 
under deceptive names, some of them quite harmless, if mislead- 
ing, and some of them concealing dangerous narcotics. He said 
that the Government was trying to regulate such preparations of 
a non-official character, and that it was embarrassing to find 
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them approved by a legalized standard such as the National For- 
mulary. On the other hand, it was argued that it was some- 
times advisable for a physician to prescribe a narcotic without 
the knowledge of the patient, and such preparations rendered this 
possible. The desirability of designating drugs by means of long 
chem‘cal names was much discussed. The general opinion 
seemed to be that the official preparations would find more gen- 
eral use if these names were simplified, but several of those who 
took part in the discussion thought the chemical names expressed 
facts about the drugs, suggestive of therapeutic indications and 
limitations, which it was important for the prescriber to know 
and remember, and that these names were no more difficult to 
remember than many other words which physicians were obliged 
to be familiar with. 

With regard to the National Formulary it was emphasized 
that the book was not intended to dictate treatment to the phy- 
sicians, that it was merely a compilation of formulas which were 
in general use, gathered together for the convenience of dispen- 
ser and prescriber. Professor Hynson explained that the com- 
pilers of the book were no more responsible for the therapeutic 
worth of the formulas therein contained than is the pharmacist 
for the formula which is brought to him from the physician; 
that it merely contained those formulas which were frequently 
called for by the physicians, and that any suggestions from the 
medical profession would be welcomed. The recent action of 
the pure food and drugs act in legalizing the book had stimu- 
lated the American Pharmaceutical Association to undertake a 
careful revision, with the hope of making it as scientific and ac- 
curate as possible. Doctor Hallberg stated that the criticism that 
the National Formulary was made up of imitations of popular 
proprietaries was unfounded, and that the truth of the matter 
was that the proprietaries were merely copies of useful formuias, 
such as appeared in the Formulary. 

The section, in response to a request from the delegates of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, empowered the chair- 
man to appoint a committee of five members of the section to 
confer with the committee of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association on the revision of the National Formulary. 





A New Eye Dropper. 


A new eye dropper, made by Bondekow Broth- 
ers, of Berlin, is described in a recent number of 
the Apotheker Zeitung. The point of the dropper 
is fitted with a small ring in order to prevent in- 
jury to the eye.

Arrowroot Growing in Bermuda.

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THE LIFE STORY OF A FRENCH ARMY PHARMACIST. 


(As told to the Paris Correspondent of the American Druggist.) 

Paris, June 5.—I found my old friend the Major* very inter- 
ested in the articles on Japanese Miltary Pharmacy, and his 
first inquiry was ‘when the Americans and English meant to 
copy the Japs.” 

“The very titles of the grades you use—‘hospital steward’ and 
‘compounder’—seem to me to strike a false note,” he remarked. 
“It ought to be made clear to the public in general, but more 
especially to all pharmacists in civil life, that your really efficient 
and useful army pharmacist ought to be—and is—a great deal 
more than a mere hospital orderly or medicine-mixer; an under- 
officer merely capable of carrying out doctors’ orders and cor- 
rectly dispensing a prescription. This is the first point—the sine 
qua non—of any crusade in favor of improved status.” 

How, by diplomatically directing the conversation, I induced 
my friend to recount his own life as a proof that the average 
army pharmacist is not a “mere medicine-mixer”’ would be too 
long to relate here. In fiction, veterans are glib tongued and 
garrulous enough; in real life I have not always found them 
thus. But I abridge, and resume. 

“T need not, of course,” said the Major, “recount in detail my 
pharmaceutical studies, I see a detail of the qualifications re- 
quired by the army authorities has already been published in 
the AMERICAN Drucoist,” and the curriculum forty years ago 
was practically the same as it is today. French military like 
French civil pharmacy regulations have remained much the same 
since the days of Napoleon ]. 


Service in the Franco Prussian War. 


“I was trained at Strasbourg—the city was French then, of 
course, and ‘did’ the usual year as probationer at the Val de 
Grace Military Hospital at Paris. It was not long after I had 
gained my epaulettes as second-class assistant-major (sub-lieu- 
tenant) and been drafted to the Lyons Military Hospital that 
the Franco-German War broke out, and I was ordered to join 
the Army of the Rhine.” 

“With your army corps, of course?” 

“Well, no. We weren’t attached to special army corps then 
—that only dates from some twenty-five years ago. We formed 
one body, and the units were detached as needed. It was better 
in one way, for this new system necessarily places the pharma- 
cists under the authority of the head surgeon of the army corps, 
whereas formerly we had a direct chief of our own. Put to 
return to the war. In July, 1870, I was at St. Avoye with the 
sixth division—that’s just outside Metz, you know—and then our 
ambulance was moved to Saint Privat.” 

“Saint Privat,” I interrupted (this was one of the bloodiest 
battlefields of 1870). ‘Whatever possessed them to place a divi- 
sion ambulance in the thick of a fight like that?” 

“The sites of battlefields are not usually fixed and announced 
in advance,” replied the Major drily. “There was a village 
handy there, and there we were quartered; three or four sur- 
geons and one pharmacist—myself. The battle gradually rolled 
up toward us, and we had first the cannon and afterward the 
musketry; it was a warm corner.” 


A Pharmacist Under Fire. 


“And you were mixing medicines?” 

“Not exactly. In moments like this the pharmacist gives a 
hand to the surgeons. He doesn’t actually operate, of course; 
my job was to chloroform the poor chaps, and I had plenty to 
do, I can assure you. Then Canrobert’s corps was at last forced 
back; the Prussians stormed the village, and we were all prison- 
ers of war by nightfall.” 

“But you were immediately released as non-combatants under 
the Geneva Convention?”

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“Not immedately. The Convention existed then—yes, that’s 
so. But they moved us up toward the German frontier, I remem- 
ber, somewhere near Treves, and there I obtained my liberty.” 

“By proving to the satisfaction of your captors that you were 
a noncombatant?” I persisted. 

The Major smiled. He was evidently making a mental com- 
parison between military regulations on paper and the rough-and- 
tumble of actual warfare. 

“No, no, not at all. On September 2 Sedan surrendered. 
The Emperor and the army were taken, and the Germans 
thought the war was over. They were not bothering, therefore, 
about our safekeeping, and those who had the initiative—and 
the necessary cash—simply walked off. I took the train to Paris 
(via Luxembourg and Belgium, neutral states), and reported my- 
self to the authorities on September 10. I was sent to the hospi- 
tal at Vincennes, just outside the fortifications, and there I re- 
mained during the siege of Paris. Then, in May, 1871, I was 
transferred to Versailles—then the seat of government, of course 
—and stationed at the medicament depot for the army, which had 
been established on the plain of Satory in a private house, com- 
mandeered, I suppose, for the purpose, After the Commune 
things quieted down; I went back to my first post at Lyons, and 
received my first promotion—rank of heutenant. This was in 
July, 1871. Three years more, and I received another step in 
rank, and as second class pharmacist major (captain, if you 
like) I was drafted to Algeria, and spent seven years there.” 

A Military Pharmacist in Algiers. 

“And what are the duties of the military pharmacist in 
Africa ?” 

“To tell you what are not his duties might be briefer: per- 
haps. He is a sort of scientific handy man. He dispenses, of 
course. My first post was at Algiers itself, in the Dey Hospi- 
tal. The practice was to keep the newcomer there just long 
enough to give him a fair idea of analytic work. You may imag- 
ine that it was not during the war that I had much time for 
picking up this most important branch of our service. At Algiers 
we used to carry out analyses of every kind for the army. But 
my stay was a short one—the chief used to say that as soon as a 
junior began to be really useful he was sure to be drafted off 
somewhere else, up country, as a rule. I was at Cherchel) on 
the coast, then at Orleansville, and finally at Medeah, on the 
Sahara side of the Atlas range of mountains, and a busy and “r- 
ied time I had of it everywhere. You remember that after the 
war the French Government planted numerous colonies of Alsa- 
tion emigrants in Algeria. One of my tasks was to analyze the 
drinking water supply of the proposed sites, and make sure it 
was of proper quality. I was also analyst to all the criminal 
courts, civil or military, in the neighborhood, for at this time 
civil pharmacists were few and far between in those regions.

“Then, any doubt or dispute as to the quality of army ra- 
tions or supplies necessitated my intervention—from an analytic 
point of view, of course. We were also expected to do what we 
could for the colonists and the colony. Such varied questions 
as the best way of keeping flour, fodder, etc., of obtaining res- 
ins or essences from native forest trees, of natural production of 
carbonate of soda, the possibility of the cultivation of plants 
from which perfumes might be obtained, the regular supply of 
leeches for the hospitals, the analyses of local vintages, the sci- 
entific examination and comparison of available building material 
—these and a dozen other little things helped to fill up our spare 
time. Later on I was called upon, by decree of the Prefect of 
Algiers, to inspect pharmacies, drug stores and groceries under 
the pure food act, and report on them.” 

“And after seven years of these delightfully varied duties, you 
returned to France?” 

“To Paris itself—the very heart of the metropolis, the 
Caserne de la Cité (a stone’s throw from Notre Dame), the 
headquarters of the Republican Guard. These men, who are, as 
you know, the gendarmerie or armed police of Paris, are mostly 
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married, so that between themselves and their families, and the 
firemen—for we dispensed for the Fire Brigade as well—we had 
a good deal of compounding to do. Still, it was a pleasant 
change to be in the city for a time. 

Expert Work in Analysis of Rations and Supplies. 

“Then I was promoted to be First Class Pharmacist Major’ 
and sent to Cambrai, northern frontier of France. This 
was a very important centre for military stores in those days, 
and 1 had quite a quantity of commissariat supplies as well as 
medicaments to control. It was about this time that I began to 
study the question of grain and farinaceous food generally in 
connection—such matters as the preservation, adul- 
of flour, the milling, baking of bread for the army ; 
the analysis of French and foreign wheats, oats, maize, and so 
on. But all this you can learn from my published works. In 
1885 the present system of army corps, each attached to one spe- 
cial part of France, began really to take shape (it was voted 
few years before), and when the Regional Pharmacy of the Sec- 
Army Corps was instalied at Amiens in 1885, I was placed 
and remained for four years.”

American Medicinal Barks. 


Medicinal Barks,” 
published by the Alice Henkel, 
sistant in drug-plant investigations, gives a complete outline of 
the medicinal barks of the United States, the modes of collecting 
them, their supply and their price. She says in part: 

While the “official” barks—that is, those that are recognized in 
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the Eighth Decennial Revision of the United States Pharma- 
copeeia—number only seventeen in all, twelve of which are fur- 
nished by trees and shrubs growing in the United States either as 
native or introduced species, there are many others which are 
nevertheless used in medicine to a considerable extent by one or 
another school of practitioners. All of the “official” barks are 
described in this bulletin, and an effort has been made to include 
such “nonofficial” ones as seemed to be most in demand, judging 
from the trade catalogues of wholesale dealers in crude drugs, 
but a number of others that are not so much used have been 
omitted on account of lack of space. The number of drugs fully 
described is thirty-five, but under many of the descriptions closely 
related species are also briefly treated. 

Many factors have contributed to the destruction of our for- 
ests. Beginning with the settlement of this country, when land 
had to be cleared of timber to make way for homes, and on 
through the centuries lie re have been steady and inc reasingly heavy 
drafts upon our natural forest resources by an increasing popu- 
lation and the building up of various new enterprises, and until 
within very recent years with little or no thought for the needs 
and welfare of generations to come. In the collection of barks, 
too, may be seen another instance contributing in a measure to 
the depletion of our forests; for too often trees are felled and 
killed outright simply for the sake of obtaining the bark, or a 
tree 1s peeled to such an extent that death is certain to result. 
When it is considered that of cascara sagrada (Rhamnus pur- 
shiana) alone about 100,000 trees are annually sacrificed, and that 
the oak, pine, elm, birch, poplar, willow, and larch all contribute 
their quota of bark, it will be seen that at no very distant date 
more careful methods of bark collection and the replanting of 
now denuded areas will be needed. The Forest Service of the 
United States Department of Agriculture has issued forest plant- 
ing leaflets, giving fuli information in regard to the planting and 
propagation of many of our forest trees, and anyone interested 
in the subject can have these leatlets for the asking. 

The statements herein oe medicinal uses are based on 
the information contained in various dispensatories and other 
works relating to materia medica, and in a publication of the 
character of this bulletin can, of course, be referred to only in the 
most general manner. It is not the purpose herein to prescribe the 
use of any of these barks for medicinal purposes; such use should 
be made only under the direction of a physician. 

As with other medicinal portions of plants, the best time to 
collect the barks is at a period when the greatest quantity of the 
active constituents is contained therein. In the case of barks this 
1s in early spring, before active growth takes place, or in late fall 
or even winter. 

There are various methods of obtaining the bark. In some 
cases the outer corky layer is first shaved off before the bark is 
peeled, a process which is known as “rossing.” This is generally 
done where the outer layer is considered inert. Then incisions a 
few inches wide are made, and, depending upon the nature of the 
bark, sometimes strips several feet in length are peeled. The 
harks of some branches or roots are removed by making long, 
lengthwise incisions, permitting the bark to be readily slipped off, 
or in other cases the bark is first loosened by pounding with a 
mallet. 

After collection, the bark is taken to a clean, well aired place 
for drying, spread out on shelves or on the floor and protected 
from moisture. Barks contain less moisture and absorb less 
meisture than other parts of plants, but they nevertheless need 
to be protected from wet weather. Sometimes barks are strung 
on wires or strings to facilitate drying. 

When the barks are thoroughly dried and have been broken 
or cut up into suitable lengths, they may be packed in dry, clean 
barrels or other proper containers ready for shipment. 

It will be well to repeat here what has been said in the first 
of this series of papers, entitled “American Root Drugs,” with 
regard to the advisability of correspondence with crude drug 
dealers previous to shipment, in order to ascertain whether a 
particular drug is desired, how large a quantity is wanted, and 
what price will be paid. Samples representative of the drug to 
be disposed of should be sent at the same time. 

It 1s necessary also to emphasize the fact that the prices given 
in this bulletin are approximations only, being those paid at the 
present writing, and it must be remembered that before this bul- 
letin is off the press a drug now listed at ro cents a pound may 
have declined to 5 cents or less, while a drug quoted at 2 cents 
may be worth 5 or 10 cents or more. The object in noting prices 
is simply to give prospective collectors an idea of the range of 
prices, but with the constant fluctuations that take place in the 
drug market it will be readily understood that these prices can 
be but remotely approximate and that the actual price to be paid 
can be ascertained only through correspondence with drug dealers.

Milk of Bismuth.—V. P. R. & Co. ask for a good working 
formula for milk of bismuth. Milk of bismuth is properly a sus- 
pension of freshly precipitated bismuth hydroxide in glycerin 
and water, though it is sometimes incorrectly prepared by mix- 
ing dry bismuth hydroxide with a mixture of mucilage of traga- 
canth and water. The latter forms a cream and is intended as a 
toilet application, rather than for internal administration. Ac- 
cording to “Pharmaceutical Formulas,” an English firm has trade 
mark rights in the title Jac bismuthi, but it is not stated wiether 
they possess similar rights on the title milk of bismuth. A satis- 
factory milk of bismuth may be prepared, it is stated, according 
to the following formula:

the pan must now be extinguished, and then the remaining half 
of the soda ig added, to be crutched with the molten ingredients, 
until the whole substance has become liquid Che liquefaction 
is assisted by the residual heat of the first heated material and 
the pan. The slow cooling facilitates the productive process by 
thickening the mass, and when the soda has been absorbed, the 
whole has become fairly thick. With occasional stirring of the 
thickened liquid the mass is left for a little while longer, and 
when the proper moment has arrived the material contained in 
the pan is spread on sheets of thin iron, and these are removed 
to a cool room, where, after the first cooling, they must be turned 
over by means of a shovel, and the turning process has to be 
repeated at short intervals, until the matefial has quite cooled 
down and the mixture is thoroughly broken. The soap is now 


in a very friable condition, and the time has come to make

Association for August, 1908, page 242. As a result of further 
investigations I am able to supply the following notes: Karl 
Heinrich Thielmann was born December 7, 1802, in Nicolai, Up- 
per Silesia, Germany. He first studied philology at the Univer- 
sity of Breslau, and afterward medicine at Dorpat, Russia, hav- 
been forced to leave Germany in consequence of an unfortunate 
duel. Dr. Thielmann practised in St. Petersburg, and after suc- 
cessfully treating an epidemic eye disease in the military hospitals, 
he was in 1837 made chief physician of the Peter-Paul Hospital; 
in 1850 he was promoted to the post of honorary ophthalmologist 
to the Imperial Russian Court. In 1884 he founded the Medi- 
zinische Zeitung Russlands. He died August 14, 1872, after a 
long and honorable career, much respected and loved by his pa- 
tients, his colleagues, and his superiors. Dr. Thielmann’s fa- 
vorite study was the therapeutics of typhoid fever and of 
cholera. His prescription for diarrhoea was known as Thiel- 
mann’s Cholera Drops and gained for him a worldwide reputa- 
tion. The formula was admitted into the Swedish Pharma- 
copeeia under the title Mixtura Thielmanni, and also into the 
first and following editions of the National Formulary, and so in 
this way Dr. Thielmann’s name continues to live in medicine and 
pharmacy.”

Crztagus Oxycanthus was the subject of a paper read at 
the recent session of the American Medical Association by Dr. 
T. F. Reilly, of New York. The use of this drug was originally 
the secret of a South American charlatan, who bequeathed it 
upon his death to his wife. Whether because of a high sense 
of public duty on the part of the widow or because of the consti- 
tutional difficulty in keeping a secret which is supposed to char- 
acterize the feminine sex, the secret soon became public prop- 
erty. The drug has been used to some extent by homceopaths 
and eclectics for its dominant therapeutic action, but has received 
very little attention from other physicians. Doctor Reilly said 
that the drug consisted in the berries of a South American plant, 
and he had had some experience with the tincture and the fluid- 
extract. These preparations were pleasant in odor and flavor 
and were devoid of irritating qualities. They had some value as 
cardiac tonics, and were most serviceable in functional troubles, 
particularly when combined with other tonics, but could not be 
expected to repiace drugs of the digitalis group. 


The Determination of the Quality of Ergot, according to 
Dr. H. C. Wood, jr. (paper read before Section in Pharmacol- 
ogy and Therapeutics of the A. M. A., June 8, 1909), has hereto- 
fore been attempted by means of tests which are nof reliable. 
The cock’s comb test is inexact, and depends upon some charac- 
teristic of the drug which is as yet unexplained, the cause of 
the gangrene and the ingredient of the drug which brings it 
about both being unknown. The most reliable test hitherto de- 
vised is the estimation of the blood pressure raising capacity 
as determined on the dog. This requires an elaborate technique 
and the services of a thoroughly equipped physiologist, and is 
impracticable of application by the retail] pharmacist. Ergot is 
not a stable preparation and should be assayed by the pharma- 
cist at sufficiently frequent intervals to insure the potency of 
the preparation being dispensed, and a simple chemical test is 
therefore very desirable. Doctor Wood has found in the per- 
centage of benzole soluble constituents what appears to be a 
reliable index of the activity of the drug. A comparison of this 
method with the physiological method showed a remarkable par- 
allelism, notwithstanding a considerable variability in the speci- 
mens of ergot tested.

Chemically it is benzoyl-pseudo-tropeine and is very closely 
related to the solanaceous alkaloids. In fact Liebermann sep- 
arated pseudo-tropein, and asserted that is was identical with the 
substance of that name derived from hyoscyamus. 

Tropacocaine has also been prepared by synthesis. Experi- 
ments have proved that the synthetic product is less irritating 
than the natural alkaloid. It is made from tropinon or from 
tropine by electrolytic reduction. From this the benzoyl deriva- 
tive is obtained, and then it is converted to the hydrochloride. 

Dr. Arthur P. Chadbourne, of Boston, was one of the first 
physicians to investigate the physiological action of tropacocaine. 
Dr. Hugenschmidt, of Paris, also performed many experiments, 
chiefly on human beings. These experiments showed that. tropa- 
cocaine is only one-half as toxic as cocaine. Anzthesia was pro- 
duced much more rapidly and as a rule was more lasting. The 
injection of twenty milligrammes into the gum of a patient quick- 
ened the action of the heart without affecting arterial tension. 
The throat became dry, but there was no dilation of the pupil of 
the eye. The injectionsof forty milligrammes caused vertigo and 
sudden fall of blood pressure. The respiration was uninfluenced 
and the normal pulse beat was soon regained. 

Because of its less toxic action, tropacocaine is rapidly replac- 
ing cocaine. In ocular, dental and general surgical work where 
anethesia is desired it is much used. 

The solutions used vary from 3 percent to 10 percent. They 
are prepared with sterile water containing 0.6 percent of sodium 
chloride. These solutions are much more stable than those of 
cocaine, keeping well for several months, and can easily be steril- 
ized by boiling without decomposition. 

At the present time tropacocaine is put up in sterile glass 
tubes. Sixty milligrammes of the dry powder are carefully 
weighed and placed in a dry, sterile glass tube, sealed, and ster- 
ilized for one hour for three successive days. I have had the 
tropacocaine sterilized at 115 pounds’ pressure and the anesthesia 
has always been successful. After being sterilized these sealed 
tubes containing sixty milligrammes of the powder are ready for 
use. Recently I have noted that some pharmacists place only 
forty milligrammes in a tube. When used one end of the tube is 
filed. When a spinal anesthetic is to be given, the spinal fluid 
is drawn out, by means of a syringe, into the sterile tube contain- 
ing the tropacocaine. Solution quickly takes place and it is used 
immediately. The important part of preparing these tropacocaine 
tubes is to be positive that when finished everything is perfectly 
sterile.

Candy Advertising. 


For a side line that is carried so generally by the drug stores 
of the country, candy pays about as small a profit as one can 
well get along with. Competition is too keen on this line of 
goods to give a man much chance to put prices up where they 
belong, and anyway the manufacturers are ready to see that no 
retailer asks more than the smallest possible price for the goods. 

The package candy handled by the druggists is generally one 
or all of three grades—forty, sixty and eighty cents a pound. 
At the wholesale rates of twenty-five, forty and sixty cents per 
pound and the transportation charges to pay, as well as the ex- 
penses of selling with possible loss by age to be deducted. there 
is not much margin left for the store that sells only a moderate 
amount. The line requires careful handling and intelligent buy- 
ing, or it will net a loss. 

One reason why the druggists do not sell more candy ‘: that 
they are very poor candy advertisers, or else they do not adver- 
tise it at all. They leave the hustling along that line to the con- 
fectionery stores, and these get the trade, or at least the bulk 
of it. 

When a store confines its candy advertising to a one inch 
announcement like that of thee Kane Drug Company, it cannot 
It is out just what the ad costs.

There must be good sized display ads to boom the candy bus- 
iness, and they must be of frequent appearance, and they must 
offer interesting propositions. The mere mention of a line of 
agency candy will not make it sell. There ought to be special 
candy sales at frequent intervals, perhaps every Saturday. 

he druggist does not stop to consider that while a person 
may buy other goods in his line with a certain regularity, which 
makes their sale look like good business, the sale of any kind 
of goods that last any length of time has not the possibilities 
that go with a line of goods that are consumed as soon as 
bought, leaving the buyer ready to make a repeat purchase im- 
mediately. A bottle of medicine accomplishes its purpose, and 
no more is needed for a long time. A hot water bottle lasts for 
a year or two, or even more. A box of candy at the same price 
lasts an evening, and the next evening the buyer may want 
another. 

A Big Volume of Candy Sales Needed. 

This counterbalances in a degree the narrow margin on candy 

and makes it possible to make up for it by getting an increased 
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volume of business, and it is just there that the druggist, as a 
rule, fails. He does not get the big volume of candy sales that 
he needs. 

The Alexander Drug Company ad, the matter but not the dis- 
play of which is shown, is a sample of the usual type of agency 
candy advertisement, and it gets mighty little business. It does 
nothing to make people want the goods.

THE MENU AND SIGNS AS A MEANS TO ADVERTISE 
THE SODA FOUNTAIN. 

A very important feature and one that receives little attention 
as a rule is the menu card. A well printed and artistically ar- 
ranged menu is the best and cheapest advertisement you can have 
for your fountain, says A. L. Rich in the Pacific Pharmacist. 
You will find that many of your customers will ask for them to 
send to their triends and in that way your place will be known 
outside of your city, and if your card is particularly attractive, 
it stands to reason that whoever sees it will gauge the store by it. 
It also shows the customers at a glance what you are serving and 
prevents them from asking so many useless questions of the dis- 
penser, who is generally busy. Besides, it shows you are up to 
date, and perhaps a point ahead of your competitors 

The Arrangement of a Menu. 

A word about the arrangement of a menu. In the first place 
the old style plain card menu, printed like a cheap restaurant bill 
It is like throwing money away. It should 
have a separate cover, which should be of a different color from 
the menu proper. The paper and style of cover should be ac- 
cording to the style in vogue at the time. The contents should be 
made to cover not less than two pages; four will be found to be

better. On the inside cover it might be well to have a few worts 

about your fountain, the manner of conducting and quality and 

manufacture of the various products that are used. Call attei- 

ion to the purity of your goods and to those made on the prem 

ises. If you have a telephone for public use and sell postage 

stamps, etc., these things can be said in a few words on the cover. 
Two Colors Best. 

lor the main contents I should suggest pure white rough fin- 
ish deckle edge paper, and have the printing in two colors that 
harmonize. lor the arrangement of the different classes of 
beverages, have them set up so as to be easily read and summed 
up. Have each drink priced, and have all classified so as to be 
quickly found. For instance, have all the phosphates together, 
and the index on the extreme right of the first line. Carry out 
this idea right through; then on the finish you can put in lines 
of your specialties, with a few extra words as to their distinctive 
merits. The index, if printed in a different color from the main 
part of the menu, will add greatly to its artistic appearance. 

Short Names Best. 

Too many fancy and long names should be avoided, as they 
tend to make trouble and waste time, because customers will want 
to have them all explained to them, while others are waiting. Be- 
sides, long names are not easily remembered, and, in naming any 
of your specialties, it is well to have a name that suggests at 
least one of its parts. In this way not only the dispenser but the 
customer will immediately have some idea how the drink is made 
and how it will taste. For instance, a fancy sundae called “Heav- 
enly Hash” is sure to bring the query “What does it taste like, 
and of what is it made?” To answer both questions would take 
considerable time, whereas if the sundae was named “Compote 
of Strawberries” it would immediately, convey to the customer 
that the relish was made of strawberries and must be good. 
Slang names and phrases should be avoided altogether, as they 
tend to lower the standard of your best drinks. 

In conclusion I will say that you will lose nothing by having 
the best paper and the best printer to do your work, as a good 
menu is the best means you have to bring your leading drinks to 
the people.

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DOCTORS INTERVIEW PRESIDENT TAFT ON THE USE 
OF PRESERVATIVES. 





American Medical Association Sends Legislative Committee to 
Washington—President Noncommittal. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, June 21.—Present indications point to a contest 
over benzoate of soda which promises to equal that over “What 

Whiskey?’ The American Medical Association, with 67,800 
members, is not at all satisfied with the decision of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection permitting manufacturers of food- 
stuffs to use benzoate of soda as a preservative, and the com- 
mittee on legislation of the association lately called on Presi- 
dent Taft and presented him with a copy of the resolutions 
adopted by the convention of the Association in Atlantic City 
about two weeks ago. The resolutions call upon Congress to 
amend the pure food law so as to specifically prevent the use 
of benzoate of soda and and other preservatives, and to provide 
for federal inspection of all plants where foods are prepared 
for interstate commerce, with the view of preventing the em- 
ployment of persons afflicted with contagious or infectious 
diseases. 


The Committee on Medical Legislation 


met at the Willard Hotel recently, with Dr. Charles A. L. Reed, 
of Cincinnati, chairman, presiding. Among the others present, 
who later visited the White House, were: Dr. W. C. Gorgas, 
Panama, president American Medical Association; Dr. William 
H. Welch, Maryland, president-elect of the American Medical 
Association; J. M. McCormick, of Kentucky; Dr. C. S. 
Bacon, of Illinois; Dr. John A. Fulton, of Maryland; Dr. H. D. 
Arnold, of Massachusetts; C. E. Cantrell, of Texas; Dr. 
W. A. Evans, of the health committee of Chicago; Dr. E. D. 
Martin, of Louisiana; Dr. G. W. Wagoner, of Pennsylvania; 
Dr. J. F. Percy, of Illinois; Dr. Edward Jackson, of Colorado; 
Dr. D. M. Fairchild, of Iowa; Dr. J. D. Griffith, of Missouri; 
Dr. Oscar Dowling, of Louisiana; Dr. J. W. White, of the Ma- 
rine Hospital Service; Dr. J. B. Bullitt, of Mississippi; Dr. J. F. 
Reynolds, of Kentucky; Dr. N. R. Colman, of Ohio; Dr. L. H. 
sg ari of Illinois; Dr. Granville ac ae of California; 
Dr. H. =. Johnson, of Washington; W. C. Woodward, 
health ae of the District of ca wed ne Ben Labree, jr., 
of Ohio, representing the American Health League. 

The committee was kindly received by President Taft, who 
had invited it to call, through its chairman, Doctor Reed. Doc- 
tor Reed and Mr. Labree acted as spokesmen, but the conversa- 
tion was general. President Taft said that he was in sympathy 
with what the doctors were trying to accomplish, especially in 
regard to the creation of a bureau of public health. Congress, 
he said, was reluctant to establish new cabinet offices, and he 
thought the best plan was to consolidate the divisions dealing 
with health matters into one bureau. He said he had called for 
opinions from Dr. Walter Wyman, head of the Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service; from Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, 
president of the American Health League, and others who had 
made the subject a special study, and he hoped the committee 
would favor him with its views fully. From the whole, he would 
make up his recommendations to Congress in December. 

On the subject of the pure food law the President said that 
he thought it was one of the greatest laws on the statute books 
today, and he wanted it enforced as the lawmakers had intended 
it to be. 

Text of the Resolutions. 

The resolutions presented to President Taft by the committee 

on medical legislation of the American Medical Association were 


as follows: 


Resolved, That the American Medical Association respectfully 
urges upon Congress the necessity of amending the National 
Pure Food and Drugs Act in the following particulars, viz.: 
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(1) To prohibit absolutely and unqualifiedly the use of ben- 
zoate of soda and similar preservatives in the preparation and 
preservation of foods destined for interstate commerce. 

(2) To provide for a system of federal inspection of all 
establishments engaged in the preparation of foods destined for 
interstate commerce, such inspection having for its specific object 
(a) the prevention of employment in them of persons afflicted 
with a contagious, infectious disease; (b) the prohibition of the 
use of preservatives, such as benzoate of soda, etc., and (c) the 
prevention of the utilization of unclean and offensive waste pro- 
ductions, which now. by the use of such preservatives, are brand- 
ed as foodstuffs and sent through the channels of commerce.” 


rHE ALCOHOL TAX DRAWBACK ON EXPORTED GOODS. 


Moving to Secure Benefits of the Drawback—M. H. Kline Files 
Brief—Treasury Department Likely to Act. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Washington, June 17——Mahlon H. Kline, of Philadelphia, 
conferred yesterday with Robert Williams, Jr., Acting Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, on the subject of the drawback on 
alcohol used in making goods for export. There has been some 
objection by the Treasury Department and the Internal Revenue 
Department to enacting that clause of the Payne Tariff bill, sec- 
(ion 29, providing for the refund of the internal revenue tax on 
alcohoi entering into exports. The clause reads as follows: 

_ That on the exportation of articles manufactured or produced 
in the United States in part from domestic alcohol on which an 
internal revenue tax has been paid there shall be allowed a draw- 
back equal in amount to the tax paid on the alcohol so used. 
Provided, that no other than domestic tax paid alcohol shall have 
heen used in the manufacture or production of such articles. 

Such drawback shall be determined and paid under such rules 
and regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 
Provided, that no drawback shall be allowed unless notice in 
writing shall have been given to the collector of the port where 
the articles on account of which drawback is claimed are entered, 
on or before the date of entry, that such drawback will be 
claimed, and an inspection is had of said articles, under such reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 

Mr. Kline filed with the Internal Revenue Department the 
following memorandum, and was assured both by Acting Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue Williams and Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Reynolds that with the explanation made they 
would withdraw their objections. The memorandum was as 
follows:

alcohol. Snecial regulations have been issued by the Customs Division, 

specifying the method by which the amount of drawback due on the 2x-

portation of a specific kind and quantity of articles containing foreign 
alcohol may be ‘ascertained. These snecial regulations are certainly as 
applicable to domestic tax-paid alcohol as to foreign duty-paid alcohol. 


The only change necessary in the -general regulations would be in the 
method of proving that the manufacturer had purchased a given quantity 
of domestic alcohol and that the tax assessable thereon had been paid. 

The present method of proving that the manufacturer had purchased 
a given quantity of foreign alcohol, and that the duty assessable thereon 
had been paid, is by requiring him to file in the Custom House a sworn 
certificate technically known as a “Certificate of Delivery,” signed by the 
importer. This certificate, among other particulars, states the name of the 
vessel on which the alcohol was imported, date of arrival, and quantity 
of alcohol delivered to the manufacturer. If the manufacturer exports 
the finished product from a rort other than the port where the alcohol 
was imported, he must also file a Certificate of Importation signed by the 
collector of latter gort. 

In the event that Congress should grant to distillers 
alcohol the same rights at present accorded to foreign distillers, 
toms branch of the Treasury would merely ask the Internal Revenve 
Bureau to certify that the tax on a given quantity of domestic alcohol 
had been paid, and that their records showed that such alcohol had been 
purchased by the manufacturers claiming the drawback. The manufac- 
turer could also be required to file a sworn Certificate of Delivery from 
the distiller showing that this particular alcohol had been purchased by him, 

The fact that this has been in operation in the Customs Department 
for many years proves that it is no longer an experiment and that all 
the problems in administration have been solved. It seems to us self- 
evident that the danger of fraud on the revenue would be less with 
domestic alcohol paying a tax of $1.10 per proof gallon than on the for- 
eign alcohol paying a duty of $1.78 per proof gallon. 

Under present conditions the alcohol used by these manufacturers 
who have availed themselves of this drawback provision comes from a 
foreign country, contributing nothing either to our farmers or our dis-

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tillers, What we ask would, if. granted, transfer that business to the 
United States, in addition to which it would give our manufacturers of 
legitimate pharmacopeial preparations an opportunity of competing with 
foreign manufacturers, especially in the South American Republics and 
other territory open to us, and thus develop immediately this industry. 

As this drawback has been allowed by Germany and France to their 
manufacturers tor many years, and, as above stated, the regulations have 
been in operation here for a number of years, it does seem to us that 
no insuperable difficulties can possibly present themselves against the 
granting of this very reasonable request and in behalf of manufacturers 
of medicine in this country I respectfully ask that the objections filed 
by your department with Senator Penrose in the letter addressed to Con- 
ressman Bennett under date of February 20 and the later letter ot 
oe 21 be withdrawn.

All Imported Physiological Medicaments to Be 
Examined. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., June 22.—The Treasury Department has 
published the following set of regulations under the authority 
granted by the act of Congress passed July 1, 1902, and has issued 
the same to collectors of customs and other officers: 

1. Viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous products propagated 
in licensed establishments and imported from abroad shall be 
detained by customs officers at ports of entry, pending examina- 
tion by officers of the Public Health and Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice as to purity and potency, and as to whether said products 
are properly labeled, as required by section 1 of the act above 
referred to. 

2. Samples of the same laboratory numbers shall accompany 
each foreign importation of viruses, serums, toxins, and anala- 
gous products, and said samples shz ill be forwarded by collectors 
of customs to the Surgeon General of the Public Health and Ma- 
rine Hospital Service at Washington for examination. 

3. Viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous products imported 
from foreign countries shall be refused entry by collectors of 
customs unless propagated in an establishment holding an un- 
suspended and unrevoked license, or intended for examination 
precedent to obtaining a license. Collectors and other officers 
will be advised from time to time as to the establishments duly 
licensed in accordance with said act. 

4. The term viruses, serums, toxins, and analogous products 
shall include the following and such other preparations as may 
be designated by the Secretary of the Treasury from time to 
time: 

Antidiphtheric serum, or diphtheria 
antitoxin. 
Antitetanic serum, or tetanus anti- Streptolytic and pneumolytic serum. 
toxin. Antimeningococcic serum, 
Antistreptococcic serum. Erysipelas and prodigiosus toxins. 
Antistaphylococcic serum. Tuberculins. 
Antigonococcic serum. Emulsion of tubercle bacilli. 
Antipneumococcic serum, or anti- Suspension of lactic acid bacilli. 
pneumonic serum. Antityphoid serum. 
Antidysenteric serum. Bacterial vaccines. 
Antituberculous serum. Normal horse serum. 
Vaccine virus.

The act referred to reads in part as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That from 
and after six months after the promulgation of the regulations 
authorized by section 4 of this act no person shall * * * bring 
for sale, barter, or exchange from * * any foreign country 
into the United States, * * * any virus, therapeutic serum, 
toxin, antitoxin, or analagous product ‘applicable to the prevention 
and cure of diseases of man, unless such virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxin, or product has been propagated and prepared at an 
establishment holding an unsuspended and unrevoked license, 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury as hereinafter author- 
ized, * * * nor unless each package of such virus, serum, 
toxin, antitoxin, or product is plainly marked with the proper 
name of the article contained therein, the name, address, and 
license number of the manufacturer, and the date beyond which 
the contents can not be expected beyond reasonable doubt to yield 
their specific results. * - 

Approved, July 1, 1902.

Besides giving a detailed account of the sev- 
eral experiments the following general description of the history 
of the recent outbreaks is afforded. After considering in detail 
the work done by the Bureau of Animal Industry in tracing and 
combating the outbreaks the report gives a theoretical considera- 
tion of the relation of the foot and mouth disease to vaccine 
virus and finally concludes that: 

(1) The recent outbreak of foot and mouth disease in this 
country started from some calves used to propagate vaccine virus. 

(2) .The vaccine virus used on these calves has been proved to 
contain the infection of foot and mouth disease. 

(3) The outbreaks of foot and mouth disease in 1902-3 prob- 
ably had a similar origin. 

(4) It is probable that the foot and mouth infection got into 
the vaccine virus in some foreign country where the disease pre- 
vailed, and was introduced into the United States through the 
importation of this contaminated vaccine. 

(5) The symbiosis between the infections of vaccinia and foot 
and mouth disease is especially interesting. Animals vaccinated 
with the mixed virus, as a rule, show only the lesions of one of 
these diseases, namely, vaccinia; nevertheless the infectious prin- 
ciple of foot and mouth disease remains in the vaccinal eruption.

1. That the sale of intoxicating liquors, whether simple or com- 
pounded, for beverage purposes, should be entirely divorced from the prac- 


tice of pharmacy, 21 that it is the duty of the members of the M. 5S. 
P. A. to lend their support to the accomplishment of this end. 





2. That the question whether an alcohol-containing liquid shall be 
classed as a beverage or as a medicinal compound should be determined 
by the purpose for which it is sold and used, and not by the percentage 
of alcohol or other constituent. 

That alcohol-containing liquids, recognized by the United States 
Pharmacopeeia, the National Formulary or otheg stz andard works on materia 
medica, and which have a recognized use in pharmacy, medicine or the 
arts, should not be deemed to be beverage liquids, unless sold for bever- 
age purposes, 

. That when such preparations are clearly manufactured and_ sold 
in entire good faith for medicinal, pharmaceutical, mechanical, scientific or 
culinary purposes, or for use in the arts, their manufacture or sale should 
not be subject to either the federal or state taxes or excise duties which 
are imposed upon the manufacture and sale of alcoholic liquors for bever- 
age purposes, nor be unlawful under any local option or other temperance 
laws. 

5. That we recognize the propriety and justice of such proper regu- 
lation measures as may be necessary to prevent the surreptitious sale of 
alcoholic liquors for beverage purposes under the disguise of medicinal or 
pharmaceutical compounds, and urge that the members of this association 
will give aid and support toward the enactment and enforcement of. all 
just regulation laws for this purpose. 


10. I recommend that this association choose a committee ot 
three or five who shall make a study of the liquor problem in drug 
stores, both in license and no license places, and report at our 
next annual meeting, giving the conditions found and offering 
recommendations, if they think wise, as to changes in the existing 
laws, and that such committee may employ agents to an amount 
authorized by the board of directors. 


These recommendations were all adopted excepting number 
nine, and number ten was modified by substituting the legisla- 
tive committee for a special committee.

Chicago, June 19—The thirtieth annual meeting of the IIli- 
nois Pharmaceutical Association was held in Quincy, IIL, June 
15, 16, and 17, and was an enthusiastic success.

JERSEY DRUGGISTS AT LAKE HOPATCONG. 


Annual Meeting Well Attended—Numerous Papers Presented— 
Much Interest Manifested—Prerequisite Law Favored. 


The annual meeting of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, the thirty-ninth of the series, was held at the Hotel 
Breslin, Mount Arlington, Lake Hopatcong, on the 9th inst. 
The meeting was called to order by President George H. Horn- 
ing, of Roselle Park, who asked the Rev. A. B. Richardson, of 
Dover, N. J., to invoke the divine blessing. Welcome was ex- 
tended to the visitors by H. W. Crooks, the representative of 
the mayor of Mount Arlington, who was unavoidably absent. 

In his annual address President Horning recommended that 
an appropriation of $25 be made of the N. A. R. D., and that a 
delegate be appointed to attend the next meeting of the national 
association. He also recommended the appointment of a special 
committee to cooperate with the N. A. R. D. in propaganda 
work. These, and a recommendation that the proposed increase 
in the dues be laid over indefinitely, were concurred in by later 
action of the association. A special compliment was paid to the 
work of the legislative committee. 

Credentials were received and delegates reported from the 
N. W. D. A., the New York State Pharmaceutical Association, 
the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Association, the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy, the New Jersey College of Pharmacy, the 
University of New Jersey, the Essex County Retail Druggists’ 
Association, and the Paterson Retail Druggists’ Association. 

Secretary Frank C. Stutzlen, of Elizabeth, reported for his 
office, giving the total membership at the time of issuance of the 
proceedings, July 28, 1908, as 723, divided into 626 active, 80 as- 
sociate, and 17 honorary members. 

Treasurer James C. Fields, of Plainfield, reported disburse- 
ments for the year of $842.80, with receipts of $661.02. There 
remained in the treasury assets of $15,005.04. 

For the Board of Pharmacy, Secretary H. A. Jordan re- 
ported a number of successful prosecutions in various parts of 
the state. The total number of registered pharmacists now on 
record in New Jersey was stated as 2,445. Treasurer David 
Strauss, of the Board of Pharmacy, reported receipts for the 
year of $4,701.40, with disbursements of $3,859.21. 

A resolution was passed requesting the State Board of Phar- 
macy to obtain an official opinion from the Attorney General 
regarding the new narcoticelaw and its relation to the sale of 
laudanum and other preparations of opium, as well as to deter- 
mine the legal status of pharmacists in the repetition of pre- 
scriptions containing alkaloids or admixtures of opium. 

W. Pitt Rich, chairman of the membership committee, pre- 
sented the names of thirty-seven appltcants for active mem- 
bership and ten names for associate membership, and these hav- 
ing been approved by the. executive committee, were duly 
elected. 

Dr. C. B. Lowe, of Philadelphia, was introduced by the 
Committee on Queries, and gave a most interesting talk on 
First Aid to the Injured. He discussed the antiseptic treatment 
of injuries, present day methods of leaving much to nature and 
healing, demonstrations of various forms of bandaging and the 
checking of hemorrhages following injuries. He illustrated the 
difference between venous, capillary and arterial flow, and de- 
scribed the symptoms which would enable one to determine be- 
tween alcoholic stupor and apoplexy.

Alabama Association Wants More Drastic Laws

Annoyance over the action of the Alabama state legislature 
in considering only bills on prohibition and ignoring important 
pharmacy measures at their latest session was expressed by 
many of the members of the Alabama State Pharmaceutical 
Association at the annual meeting of that organization held in 
Gadsden, Ala., on June 10, 11 and 12. A wholesale scoring of 
the legislature was indulged in when a discussion arose on the 
pharmacy laws of the state, and a special committee was ap- 
pomted to draft a state pharmacy bill which will incorporate 
some restrictions on the sale of morphine, cocaine and _ their 
derivatives, as well as numerous other provisions desired by 
Alabama.

In speaking of the conduct of the legislature in ignoring 
pharmacy measures in order to devote all of its time to a con 
sideration of prohibition measures, Mr. Bingham said it was a 
crying shame that country merchants and physicians were per- 
mitted to sell narcotics indiscriminately, and that traveling sales- 
men were permitted to abet this practice. He added that the 
present law failed to place proper restrictions upon the sale of

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such drugs. P, C. Candidus, of Mobile, characterized the leg- 
islators as “a set of fools” who went to Montgomery this year 
with prohibition business in their heads, and who never took 
even proper notice of other matters important to pharmacy and 
other interests. Mr. Candidus then said that the state sieeded 
at least two pharmacy laws, one a general pharmacy law, and 
the other a measure restricting the sale of poisons.

TEXAS ASSOCIATION SEEKS TO ELIMINATE PEDDLERS. 





Interested in Speech by Prof. C. S. N. Hallberg, of Illinois Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, in Which He Recommended Closer Co- 
op2ration Between Pharmacists and Physicians—New Officers 
Elected and Fort Worth Chosen as Place for Next Annual 
Meeting. 


Action looking toward the elimination of the itinerant peddler 
of drugs and the thirtieth 
annual meeting of the Texas State Pharmaceutical Association, 
held in the Casino Hall, in San Antonio, Tex., on June 16, 17, 
18 and 109. 

This move to prohibit indiscriminate vending of medicines was 
Eberle, of Dallas, and Mr. Walker told the 
association members of the unsuccessful fight made during the 
last few months before the state legislature for the imposition 


medicinal remedies was taken at 


made when E. G. 


of a heavy tax on drug peddlers, which virtually would put them 
out of business. The bill providing for this tax was reported 
favorably by the committee on public health of the state house 
of representatives, but died on the floor of the lower house of 
the legislature, while its companion measure never was reported 
by the committee. Both Mr. Eberle and Mr. Walker, 
therefore, urged that petitions be drafted and circulated broad- 
cast to back the pleas of the legitimate pharmacists of the state 
for the elimination of such peddlers. 

“By his expert salesmanship, the peddler sells medicines which 
are not needed and sometimes are actually injurious, to men who 
cannot afford to waste money,” said Mr. Eberle, “and many of 
these peddlers prescribe medicines about which they know abso- 
lutely nothing, for persons whose illnesses they do not under- 
stand, and, as a result, they are a menace to the health of the 
community as well as competitors of legitimate pharmacists, who 
pay their taxes and help to sustain the community. After a 
further discussion it was decided by the members to introduce 
another bill to prohibit such itinerant drug vending at the next 
session of the legislature, and to back it with petitions signed by 
residents of all the counties in the state. 

W. B. Fearis, president of the association, reviewed the work 
of the organization in his annual address on the morning of the 
first day, and made numerous recommendations for the consid- 
eration of that body. A committee consisting of Mr. Butler, of

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Corsicana; Mr. Lackey, of Fort Worth, and Mr. Jackson, of 
Austin, was appointed by Vice President Covey to report on 
these recommendations. 

The Traveling Drug Salesmen, an auxiliary of the association, 
held a meeting immediately after the first session of the parent 
body. 

R. H. Walker, of Gonzales, the secretary-treasurer of the 
association, read his annual report, showing a large increase in 
the membership of the organization and a prosperous condition 
financially. Mr. Eberle later read a report of the annual meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association, held in Hot Springs, 
Ark., last September. 

The following officers were elected to serve throughout the 
ensuing year: President, R. H. Walker, of Gonzales, Tex.; first 
vice president, H. C. Jackson, of Austin; second vice president, 
F. A. Chapa, of San Antonio; third vice president, H. V. Schu- 
mann, of New Braunfels; secretary-treasurer, E. G. Eberle; home 
secretary, H. L. Carleton, of Austin; and historian, Miss C. A. 
Shipe, of Austin. A committee of five was appointed. 

The afternoon session of the second day was held in New 
Braunfels. At this session, Prof. C.S. N. Hallberg, of the Illinois 
Coliege of Pharmacy, in Chicago, delivered an address, in the 
course of which he urged co-operation between the pharmacists 
and physicians against the prescribing and sale of proprietary 
medicines, which, he maintained, were injuring the business of 
both professions. After giving practical demonstration in com- 
pounding U. S. P. and N. F. prescriptions, Mr. Eberle impressed 
upon the convention the importance to all druggists of being able 
to make satisfactory tests of the purity and efficacy of the drugs 
and preparations which they handle. Dr. R. R. D. Cline, of the 
State University School of Pharmacy in Galveston, added that 
“the pharmacist should be the right bower of the physician and 
should control every trick.” In the afternoon, the members, 
delegates and local druggists took a special train of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway for New Braunfels, where they were 
welcomed by Mayor Car! A. Japhn and other citizens. They 
visited Landa’s Park and enjoyed a barbecue and concert, and 
also participated in dancing and boating. They likewise listened 
to the reading of the annual report of the Texas State Board of 
Pharmacy.

Nebraska Association Has State Law on Narcotics 
Explained. 


Elucidation of the provisions of the Nebraska state law com- 
pelling the labeling of the narcotic content on all preparations 
containing such drugs constituted the principal feature of the 
annual meeting of the Nebraska State Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, held in the Hotel Lincoln in Lincoln, Neb., on June 15, 16 
and 17. Explanation and interpretation of this law were given 
by Food Commissioner Mains. 

The section of the labeling law compelling physicians to file 
all their prescriptions calling for narcotics with registered phar- 
macists evidently had caused some confusion in the minds of the 
physicians as well as of association members and Mr. Mains ex- 
plained that he had advised doctors to file such prescriptions so 
that their patients may not know the character of the preparations 
which contain inhibited drugs. He also suggested that pharmacists 
refuse to fill prescriptions known to contain narcotics, but added 
that he would not compel druggists to appear in court in order to 
make them prove that the inhibited drugs in their stores were 
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in stock before the labeling law became effective. Mr. Mains 
asserted, however, that he would see to it that pharmacists here- 
after observe the labeling law, as two years had elapsed since its 
passage and in that time they should have learned of all its pro- 
visions. 

President Beckman made a plea for shorter hours for phar- 
macists in their stores. A committee, consisting of Harry H. 
Harley, Arthur Bradshaw and N. P. Hanson, was appointed to 
aid Commissioner Mains in correcting the errors in the bulletin 
relating to inhibited drugs which had been issued by the former 
food commissioner. 

Prof. Henry P. Hynson, of the School of Pharmacy, of Balti- 
more, delivered an interesting and instructive lecture on the United 
States Pharmacopeeia and National Formulary, and Dr. Lyman, 
of the Department of Pharmacy of the University of Nebraska, 
read a paper in which he urged college instruction for all who 
expect to enter the profession of pharmacy. Dr. Prof. Hynson 
later decried the sale of liquor by druggists and the inconsistency 
of handling so many side lines, such as cigars, stationery and 
soda water. Dr. Minnick, of Palmer, mentioned the dearth of 
proficient drug clerks. 

The members and delegates attended a baseball game in An- 
telope Park, where they witnessed a spirited contest between the 
Des Moines and Lincoln teams. They also participated in a 
banquet in the Lincoln Hotel, at which H. H. Barth, of Lincoln, 
acted as toastmaster, and enjoyed a ball held in that hotel on 
Friday evening, June 18.

No License for Patent Medicine Peddlers in Buffalo. 
(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Buffalo, June 22.—Buffalo druggists are responsible for Doc- 
tor Fronczak, acting health commissioner, asking Corporation 
Counsel Desbecker for an opinion on the proper course to pur- 
sue in acting upon applications for licenses to peddle patent med- 
icines in this city. There has been much complaint of late re- 
garding worthless remedies being peddled alout the city, but 
there is no provision for licensing this sort of traffic in the ordi- 
nances. Recently the commissioner was approached by a man 
who claimed to be a veteran, who said that he must be granted 
a license under the federal law. 

Corporation Counsel Desbecker finds that a license is re- 
quired to peddle anything in this city, and that the health com- 
missioner has the power to prevent the sale of anything which 
he considers deleterious or harmful. Patent medicines are not 
mentioned in the ordinances, and Mr. Desbecker suggests that 
a new ordinance be drafted providing that a sample of any medi- 
cine it is proposed to sell be submitted to the health commis- 
sioner for analysis, and that he determine whether it is safe 
and harmless. 

Doctor Fronezak says that he has always refused to grant 
any such license, as he considers that medicine ought not to be 
sold in such a manner, and that while it might be a good medi- 
cine, it might be used improperly. He says that there are plenty 
of drug stores in Buffalo that deserve to be patronized.

URGES PHARMACISTS TO BECOME CLINICAL CHEMISTS. 


Analytical Work for Druggists—Demonstrations at a Meeting of 
the New York Branch A. Ph. A. 


‘The important part played in the cure and prevention of dis- 
ease by the clinical chemist and the constantly increasing field 
open to him was outlined in interesting fashion at a special meet- 
ing of the New York Branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, held in the New York College of Pharmacy on 
Monday evening, June 14, by Frederick E. Niece. Mr. Niece’s 
paper was on The Pharmacist, the Future Clinical Chemist, and 
in the course of his lecture on this subject he expressed the 
opinion that it no longer is possible for the medical practitioner 
to make his own clinical analyses, except in rare instances, and 
that such work cannot be accomplished to as good advantage in 
the laboratories of the larger concerns as in the small laboratories 
of the pharmacists, to whom it rightfully belongs. He quoted a 
number of prominent physicians in support of his statement, and 
urged all pharmacists to equip their prescription departments with 
analytical apparatus and qualify themselves to render such chem- 
ical assistance to the physicians as the latter require. 

Mr. Niece, assisted by W. Williams, then demonstrated the 
Doremus method of urea determination; Esbach’s albumen deter- 
mination, a modification of the Bartley method of using Fehling’s 
solution in testing for sugar, confirming the results with phenyl- 
hydrazin and by using acetic acid and sodium chloride; the detec- 
tion of acetone in urine with salicylaldehyde; the detection of 
indican with Obermayer’s reagent and carbon tetrachloride; the 
detection of blood in urine by the use of acetic acid and tincture 
of guaiac (not necessarily fresh), and by redissolving the precipi- 
tate in alcohol with the addition of hydrogen dioxide. 

Mr. Niece also showed a method for staining sputum for the 
microscopic detection of tubercle bacilli and for staining for 
gonococci. He also showed the hemoglobia test and Widal’s 
reaction. Finally he exhibited several microscopic slides, about 
thirty specimens of urinary deposits, and a number of plates of 
bacteria cultures taken from New York subway air, ice cream 
sandwiches, so called “pasteurized” milk, city water, ete. His 
audience was electrified by the revelations made clear by these 
plates on the prevalence of bacteria, both beneficent and malig- 
nant. 

The special meeting of the association was necessitated by the 
large number of papers which had been offered by members, but 
which had not yet been read., 

J. L. Mayer opened the discussion of Mr. Niece’s subject by 
explaining that he differed from the lecturer in a few points. He 
then emphasized the necessity for care in clinical experimental 
work, care in manipulations, care in stating results and care in 
handling bacilli laden specimens. Otto Raubenheimer mentioned 
the difference between real sterility and the popular conception 
thereof, even among pharmacists. 

Mr. Raubenheimer previously had made a comprehensive 
report on the meeting of the American Medical Association and 
the subsequent gathering of pharmacists and physicians in 
Atlantic City during the second week of this month. 

Dr. George C. Diekman, on behalf of the committee on phar- 
macy, gave an abstract of the following articles: The Standardiza 
tion of Digitalis Leaves, by Focke (Muench. Med. Woch.), and 
The Preparation of a Permanent Liquor Aluminii Acetati, by 
Greuning (Phar. Zentralhal.). He also referred briefly to three 
articles published in the Pharmazeutische Zentraihalle—i. e.: 
Identifying Physostigmine, Strychnine in Monobromated Cam- 
phor, and The Estimation of Hydrargyrum in Preparations of 
Mercury. 

On behalf of the special propaganda committee, George H. 
Hitchcock reported that the joint meeting of the association and 
Medical Society of New York County had been successful in 
every way. The members expressed their appreciation of the 


work accomplished by this committee and voted that it be con- 


tinued.

Drug Stores Burglarized. 

Recently two drug stores have been burglarized in this vicin- 
ity. One of these breaks was at the establishment of FE P. 
Patten, Cambridge. Entrance was made by breaking an iron 
screen in the rear of the store and forcing a window. Cigars, 
cigarettes and some small change were secured. In the other 
robbery the thieves were more successful; the place being con- 
ducted by Arthur C. Morey, in Brighton. Here the front door 
was broken and once inside the burglars made quick work of 
decamping with $36.90 in money and a quantity of candy. Two 
men were quickly arrested and charged with being the partici- 
pants in this latter theft. 

Special Inspector for Sixth Class License Holders. 

The chief of police of Somerville has detailed an officer and 
made it a part of his duty to oversee the business of drug stores 
holding sixth-class licenses. The liquor question in Stoughton 
is responsible for a recent sensation. The selectmen refused to 
give licenses to druggists to sell liquor, and this action was in a 
short time followed by local criticism that the physicians of that 
town were giving out prescriptions for liquor, so that the latter 
could be legally filled by druggists. When this became known 
to the doctors they held a meeting and voted not to give any 
more prescriptions for liquor. Before the doctors took act‘on, 
however, they had a meeting of investigation with the druggists, 
at which it was found that very few prescriptions had been is- 
sued. The attitude of the dectors was that the discontinuance 
of prescriptions was not on account of the quantity of business 
that was being done, but as a matter of defence against the criti- 
cism cf the town authorities,

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CRUSADE AGAINST SELLERS OF NARCOTICS. 


News of the Trade in Baltimore—Drug Law Violations—Professor 
Hynson Honored. 


Baltimore, June 24.—A warrant was issued jor the arrest of 
C. W. Routson, who conducts a pharmacy at Franklin and Pearl 
sircets, on the charge of selling morphine without a prescrip 
tion signed by a physician. The warrant was issued on the 
statement of William I. Palmer, of Philadelphia, who had made 
att unsuccessful attempt several evenings before ‘to buy mor- 
phine at the pharmacy of the Thomas & Thompson Company, 
Light and Baltimore streets. The label on the box taken from 
Palmer showed, according to the police, that the drug had been 
purchased at Routson’s pharmacy. John J, Lauer, of 213 Schroe- 
der street, one of the clerks at Routson’s store, admitted that 
he had sold the drug to Palmer, believing that the prescription 
presented by the man was all right. Routson was held for court. 

Druggist John C. Huthwelker was arrested some days before 
the issuance of the Routson warrant on the charge of selling 
morphine without a prescription at his store, 218 North Greene 
street. Doctor Huthwelker afterward caused the arrest of 
Thomas Hines, Greenmount and Harford avenues, on the 
charge of havirg obtained morphine on a forged prescription. 

Coriolanus Brown, a bootblack, was arrested on June 12 on 
the charge of having cocaine illegally in his possession, but after 
a hearing he was dismissed, as the analysis made of the package 
of white powder taken from Brown showed that the substance 
was not cocaine. 

The vigorous crusade against the sale of narcotics without 
a prescription is being kept up by the police, and druggists are 
becoming very circumspect. 

Receiver for a Drug Store. 

Edward L. Ward was appointed receives for the pharmacy 
at 1201 East North avenue, which Louis I. Franz says is his 
property, and which Christian G, Latterer, a brother-in-law, is 
alleged to have taken possession 6f.

The prices quoted in this report are those current In the wholesale market, and higher prices are paid for 
retail lots. The quality of goods frequently necessitates a wide range of prices. 





Condition of Trade. 


New York, June 25, 1909. 

The developments of the past week in the market for drugs 
and chemicals were comparatively unimportant, but a steady 
improvement in the general condition is evident, although no 
large transactions are reported. The conservative policy which 
has been pursued for the past year or two has left interior mer 
chants rather poorly supplied, and if it were not for the delay 
in tariff legislation, normal market conditions would be restored 
and a more steady feeling prevail. The season is, of course, a 
dull one at the best, the influence of the vacation period being 
felt generally in all lines. There is comparatively little new or 
interesting to report as regards price fluctuations. ‘The tone of 
the market for menthol and glycerin continues firm and quota 
tions are well maintained at the recent advance on both drugs. 
Essential oils are generally neglected, and the tendency is lower 
on most lines. The movement in quinine is slow and limited 
to jobbing proportions, while opium continues dull, with the 
cendency of prices lower. Holders of canary seed are firmer in 
their views on the reports of poor crop prospects, but chamo 
mile flowers are not so firmly held in the face of lower ship 
ment prices. Among the roots, gentian and Belgian valerian are 
fractionally higher, and the outlook for insect flowers favors 
extreme prices for powdered. ‘There are freer offerings of 
gum kino, as usual at this season of the year, and prices are 
lower. Higher European markets for ipecac have influenced a 
revision toward a higher range on spot. The minor drugs, such 
as buchu leaves, the balsams, quince seed and saffron, appear 
well maintained, though quiet. The principal fluctuations of 
the period under review are tabulated and commented upon in 
succeeding paragraphs.

Drugs. 

Aconite leaves are selling quite freely from the hands of 
jobbers, and quotations appear well sustained at the current 
range of 8 to roc, as to quality and quantity. 

Arnica flowers are advancing in foreign markets, and local 
holders are firmer in their views, though sales are making at the 
p*evious range of 11 to 2c. 

Zalsams.—Only a light jobbing demand is reported for the 
various balsams, and there is little new or interesting to report 
either as regards price or demand. Copaiba is a shade easier, 
and the revised quotations for South American and Para are 
4s te 47%c, and 521% to 57c, respectively. Canada fir has eased 
off a trifle in the interval, and is offered at $7 to $7.10; Oregon 
maintains its firmness at $1.25 to $1.35. Peru is firmer, owing to 
scarcity, and higher markets at primary sources of supply; 
quoted $1.75 to $1.80. Tolu is dull and neglected, demand being 
almost nil at the present range of 19 to 22c; the consumption 
of this balsam appears to be growing increasingly less. 

Barks.—Cascara sagrada continues in fair demand, and prices 
role steady on the basis of 8 to gc. Simaruba is in better sup- 
ply, but prices are unchanged at the previous quotations of 15 
to 18c. Soap is in demand, especially for the manufacturing 





grades, and sales of cut and crushed are reported at 8% to ge. 
lm is maintained steadily at 14 to 16c for select, though no 
improvement in the demand is reported. 

Buchu leaves, short, are in moderately active jobbing de 
mand, and values appear well sustained at the range of 36 to 
38c, though we hear-of a few sales at 35¢. 

Cantharides, Russian, are jobbing slowly at 60 to 62c, as to 
quality and quantity; offerings from the producing districts are 
reported light. 

Chamomile flowers are cabled firmer abroad and quotations 
for new crop are very firmly maintained; on spot sales are 
making at 35 to 45¢c. 

Cuttlefish bone is in better demand, but prices do not im 
prove, the quoted range of 1714 to 18c still holding. French is 
irregular and unscttled at 16 to 20c, as to quality, and jeweler’s 
is qvoted at 40 to 45¢ for large and 35 to 37¢ for small. 

Dragon’s blood is reported extremely scarce, and most holders 
have advanced their views and now ask 55c for reeds 

Ergot has sold freely during the interval and prices are 
maintained steadily at 38 to goc for Russian, and 4o to g2e for 
Spanish. 

lcormaldehyde is lower from the hands of makers, a cut of 
Ye being announced, making the revised quotations 84% to 1¢¢ 
as to quantity, the inside price being for barrels. 

Glycerin continues in upward tendency, the quotations at the 
close showing an advance to 1&8¢ for the chemically pure article, 
though small lots might be obtained at 17!4c. 

Guarana continues dull, but the market is unchanged at $1.75 
to $1.85. 

Insect powder is in increased demand, and holders are firmer 
in their views, with up to 50c named, as to quality; flowers are 
also firmer at 30 to goc, and prime closed are almost out of 
market. 

Juniper berries are rather dul] at the moment, but prices are 
firmly maintained at the previous range of 414 to 4'/c. 

Manna attracts no attention to speak of, but the quotations of 
the market are unchanged at 65 to 7oc for large flake, 38 to 390¢ 
for small flake, and 30 to 35c for sorts. 

Menthol has continued on the upward stretch, and one dealer 
is asking $2.55, though sales are making in a small way at $2.45 

Opium shows no improvement, and the market is dull and 
uninteresting at a shade under previous prices, or say $4.20 to 
$4.25 for cases, $4.25 to $4.30 for broken packages, and $5.15 to 
$5.20 for powder. 

Quinine has not improved in the interval, though the recent 
auction sale at Amsterdam passed off satisfactorily. In this 
market only retail lots are taken as needed, and domestic and 
foreign bulk are unchanged at 14e. 

Saffron, Valencia, is in an improved position owing to crop 
shortage, and quotations on spot show an advance to $7.50 to $8 

Senna leaves, Tinnevelly, continue in moderate jobbing de 
mand, and whole leaf of fine quality is offering at the previous 
range of 21 to 22c. 

Tonka beans, Angostura, are a shade easier, supplies being 
offered at $1.25 to $1.30. 


Chemicals. 


Arsenic continues dull and neglected, and there is more pres- 
sure to realize apparently on the part of holders, white being now 
available at 27% to 3c. 

Alum is dull and neglected at the moment, most of the busi- 
ness reported being on previous contract orders. Makers’ quota- 
tions remain at the previous range of $1.7§ to $2 for lump, $1.85 


— 
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to $2 for ground, and $3 for powder, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. 

Blue vitriol is held and selling in moderate quantities within 
the range of 44% to 4%c. The market was not affected by the 
decline in copper. 

Carbolic acid is meeting with the usual routine inquiry, and 
quotations are nominally steady at 9 to 10c for crystals in large 
drums, and 15% to 16c in pound bottles. 

Carbonate of potash has developed a slightly easier tendency, 
and calcined offers lower, 35¢ to 4c being named. 

Chlorate of potash is unchanged from previous quotations. 
There is a steady demand and numerous sales are reported for 
prompt shipment at the previous range of y to 9%c for crystals, 
and 9% to 9c for powdered. 

Citric acid is finding the usual seasonable consuming outlet, 
and prices are steadily maintained at 39 to 39'%c. 

Lithium carbonate is finding steady sale in a moderate jobbing 
way and quotations are well maintained at 40 to 50c. 

Oxalic acid is selling ex dock at a shade under previous quota- 
tions, down to 63<c being named. 

Picric acid is easier and supplies are offering more freely at a 
reduction of 30 to 35c, as to quantiiy. 

Sal soda is quiet, but the market is steady in tone, with 60 to 
Soc named for domestic. 

Tartaric acid is in good seasonable inquiry, and crystals are 
maintained steadily at 261% to 27c, and powdered at 2634 to 274c. 


Essential Oils. 


Anise has not varied in the interval; about the usual jobbing 
demand is experienced, with the sales at $1.10 to $1.15. 

3ergamot is again easier, and we hear of sales at $4 to $4.25. 

Clove is dull and neglected at 67% to 7oc, the inside price 
being for cans. 

Cubeb is maintained at previous prices, and supplies are pass- 
ing out fairly in jobbing quantities at $1.95 to $2. 

Lemon and orange are maintained at former prices, 80c being 
named for lemon and $1.75 for sweet orauye, though some holders 
name up to $1.80 for the latter. 

Pennyroyal continues ‘in moderate jobbing demand at un- 
changed prices, or-say $1.85 to $2. 

Peppermint is quiet, and information regarding the new crop 
is lacking; sales of tins are reported at $1.45 to $1.50, and cases 
at $1.95 to $2.10. 

Spearmint is being offered more freely and the tone of the 
market is easier, with the new crop for forward delivery held at 
$1.75 and less. 

Wintergreen has developed no new features of interest since 
our last; only a jobbing demand is reported at the current range 
of $3.25 to $4 for true leaf oil, $1.45 to $1.65 for sweet birch, and 
a5 to 37c for synthetic.

\loes, Curacao, are meeting with a moderate consuming in 
quiry, with quotations maintained at 634 to 7c, jobbing sales being 
reported at the inside figure. 

Asafetida continues in demand and firm; for the limited avail- 
able supply of U. S. P. quality 45 to 50c is named. 

Camphor 1s meeting with about the usual jobbing inquiry and 
values are well sustained at the previous range of 45 to 50c. 

Chicie is quiet, but there is seemingly no pressure to fealize 
it present quotations of 46 to 50c for Mexican. 

Kino is offered more freely and the market is easier at a de 
cline to 22 to 23c, as to quality and quantity. 

Tragacanth has continued in good demand, with sales of cases 
reported within the range of 35 to 78c for Aleppo and 35 to 65c 
for Turkey.

Arrow is easy in tone in the face of recent arrivals, but quo- 
tations are unchanged at 6%4 to 6%4c for St. Vincent; the limited 
available supply of Bermuda is held firmly at 75c. 
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Dandelion, German, is dull and neglected at present quotations 
of 8% to ge. 

Gentian has moved into firmer position and quotations show 
an advance to 5% to 6c. 

Ginger, Jamaica, is meeting with a moderate jobbing inquiry 
and the market is tirm, with sales reported at 12 to 15¢ for un- 
bleached and 16 to 18¢ for bleached. 

Golden seal is offered more freely, especially as regards the 
spring dug variety; fall dug, which is considered more desirable, 
is held at $1.80 and $1.90. 

Ipecac, Rio, is scarce and wanted, and prices are maintained 
with considerable firmness at $1.40 and $1.50 as to quantity. 

Jalap is held at full previous values, 45c being named as inside, 
and up to 50c is asked. 

Musk, Russian, is in better supply and is selling freely in a 
jobbing way at 6% to 7c. 

Sarsaparilla, Mexican, is held and selling in a moderate job- 
bing way at 8c. 

Valerian, Belgian, is firmer under the influence of stronge! 
advices from abroad and quotations show an advance to 6 and 
6c. 


Seeds. 


There are few new features of interest to report in this de- 
partment. Canary is offered more freely, but quotations are un- 
changed at 3% to 334c. Lobelia ‘is offered lower, recent sales 
being at 25c. Cevadilla is selling on spot at 9 to Ioc, but the 
tendency is upward owing to the tenor of advices from primary 
sources. Staveacre is reported higher abroad, but sales are 
making in this market at 15c. Quince is held with increased 
firmness at 65 to 75c. 1n the face of firmer advices from London. 


The Camphor Industry. 


Seon after the war between Japan and Russia, the deimand 
for camphor greatly increased in Europe and America on ac- 
count of the sudden advances in celluloid enterprises. At one 
time, the price of camphor jumped to 220 yen per 100 kin, says the 
Toyo I-Yaku Shimpo, of Yokohama. However, this condition 
did not last long, as a reaction set in, the price dropping so low 
that the dealers could not even make their expenses. 

The Japanese Government reduced the wholesale price of 
camphor to 80 yen in October last, but this action gave little im- 
petus to the industry. Since the beginning of this year the indus- 
try improved with the improvement of the financial conditions 
in Western countries. The figures below will show the actual 
conditions of the camphor trade during the three months, Janu- 
ary to March, 1908, and 1909.

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Patent Rights to Violettan Sole Property of 
Haarmann-De Laire-Schaefer Company. 


In a decision rendered recently by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, the sole ownership of the American patent 
rights in and to violettan, a synthetic violet perfumery material, 
was awarded again to the Haarman-de Laire-Schaefer Company, 
under United States Letters Patent No. 600,429, granted on 
March 8, 1898. This decision affirmed the decree of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern District of New York, 
in which that tribunal decided a suit in equity begun by the 
Haarman-de Laire-Schaefer Company against Van Dyk & Co., 
of New York City, for infringement of the patent rights by the 
sale of violettan, in favor of the former company. The decision 
of the lower or trial court was rendered on December 23, 1908, 
and a decree entered against Van Dyk & Co. An appeal was. 
taken by Van Dyk & Co. to the higher court, which rendered its 
decision on May 25 in favor of the Haarman-de Laire-Schaefer 
Company. 

The Dodge & Olcott Company, as distributing agents for the 
Haarman-de Laire-Schaefer Company, sole owners of the Amer- 
ican patent rights in and to ionone-De Laire, therefore have noti- 
fied all persons selling, purchasing or using synthetic violet per- 
fumery materials which in any manner infringe the De Laire 
patent that it is the intention of the owners of this patent to pro- 
tect their rights to the utmost. 


The Etymology of Roche Alum.
